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Cost Research and the Future 


THE SURVEYING PROFESSION cannot be said to have been 
quick in the realisation that research is a necessary aid 
to progress'in any sphere of modern life. Although some 
research was being undertaken by Chartered Surveyors 
on an individual or group basis, it was not until 1956 that 
the RICS formed its Cost Research Panel, its objects being 
to promote research into the cost of building, a sphere 
in which the quantity surveyor is increasingly being 
expected to have expert knowledge. Now, after five years, 
the Panel has prepared a progress report, and it is of 
interest to take stock of its achievements and consider its 
future potential. 

A large amount of statistical research has been carried 
out in connection with the cost of two-storey housing 
and multi-storey flats. Material support has been given 
in the development of techniques for Cost Planning and 
the encouragement of the use of these techniques by 
quantity surveyors. The Panel has initiated research 
groups throughout the Branches of the RICS to enable 
a wide range of work to be carried out and to broaden 
the interest in research generally. In a short period, in 
fact, a very considerable effort has been made and much 
important work done. What impact, then, has this effort 
had upon the practising quantity surveyor and architect? 


It has required an intensive and continuous campaign 
to bring an awareness to the quantity surveyor of the vital 


need for cost planning. In spite of combined efforts by 
the RIBA and RICS, it is disappointing that architects, 
who have so much to gain by the introduction of cost 
planning, are not widely taking advantage of the service 
now eagerly offered by quantity surveyors. 

To inspire confidence, statistical research needs to be 
based upon a very large volume of data if it is to eliminate 
the effects of abnormal conditions. One wonders whether 
the Cost Research Panel could have obtained sufficient 
data to provide sound results in certain of its subjects? 
Nevertheless, papers of considerable value have been pro- 
duced in relation to housing costs which have evoked the 
interest of those architects and surveyors dealing with 
this type of building. 

And what now of the future: can the present enthusiasm 
among chartered surveyors for research be maintained 
and channelled into useful fields. or will the tempo be 
reduced and the research continued on a more limited 
basis? There would seem to be every indication of a 
continued high intensity of effort by the Panel. In its 
report the Panel declares that its ultimate aim is to increase 
the efficiency of the chartered survevor concerned with

building costs. It will be noted that this declaration does 
not confine itself to the quantity surveyor, but to all 
branches of the profession. This is highly important, for 
such an aim will help to integrate the building team more 
closely and embrace cost prediction, in its widest sense, 
for the building owner, a study in which the Building 
Research Station is at present breaking new ground. 

It is to be hoped that the Panel will have now embarked 
upon a more scientific form of research than the study 
of statistics. There is little cost guidance at present 
available with regard to the principal design variants of 
shape, heights, spans and the like, although this is essential 
for the proper appreciation of cost problems at sketch 
plan stage of design. Some research in this field was 
started some years ago by an independent group of char- 
tered surveyors, but no results have yet been published. 
This seems to indicate that research of this kind must 
be undertaken by surveyors on a full-time basis, possibly 
as a post-qualification study; the RICS is surely the body 
to promote this vital task. 
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The Panel has its sights now focused upon the setting 
up of a cost information service, a subject about which 
the profession has had widely differing views. Cost 
libraries used by those qualified to do so might be a 
forward step, but adequate safeguards must be taken 
against their misuse by others. It would seem that the 
field most likely to show progress in the immediate future 
is that of quantity surveying techniques. Having lain 
dormant for so long, there has quite suddenly arisen a 
wide realisation that methods of preparation of bills of 
quantities and the usefulness of the bill itself may not be 
in tune with the requirements of the industry today. It 
is to be hoped that the RICS will take the lead in moderni- 
sing office routine and the format of bills to ensure that 
the quantity surveyor provides the service required by 
both the client and the industry. 

If the results of the first five years of its work are a 
guide, the Cost Research Panel will continue to be a highly 
important centre of building cost research which deserves 
the encouragement and assistance of the whole industry. 


House Repair Costs 


THE METHOD of statistics, we are told, is in three stages. 
Collection of the raw material; its analysis; and its inter- 
pretation. It is surprising how often the process ceases 
at stage 1, and even more often at stage 2. The Census 
of Production is a case in point. Each year some builders, 
and some years al! builders, complete under stress of 
penalty, a questionnaire that in its comprehensiveness 
borders on the intimate. The cost to the industry and 
to the country is immense. Yet it is doubtful if there is 
anybody anywhere, amongst the Universities, Government 
Departments, and certainly amongst the builders them- 
selves, who could truthfully say that this gigantic exercise 
has ever been proved worthwhile; that it is a must to be 
repeated with all its trimmings. 

It is a pity that some of this criticism must be levelled 
at the housing maintenance and repair statistics published 
by the Institute of Municipal Treasurers and Accountants; 
the more so since the collection and analysis has obviously 





been so thorough. Some 700 local authorities supply the 
Institute with maintenance information down to the 
smallest detail. Each year the Institute publishes a 42- 
page document (at 5s. a time and 2s. 6d. for extra copies) 
setting out almost all the facts and figures thus obtained. 
There is information here that the industry, and the public, 
could well make use of. It is conceivable, for example, 
that some importance attaches to the fact that the cost 
of internal decorations for the Gloucester Rural District 
Council averaged 4d. a house in 1959/60, whereas the 
Bristol County Borough paid out 65s. 7d. But nowhere 
is there a mean or norm against which these two extremes 
can be tested. There are other difficulties of comparison: 
yet here is a document that contains valuable information, 
authoritative and up-to-date at that, bearing on aspects 
of building that so far are mostly guesswork. There are 
details about the maintenance costs of pre- and post-war 
houses and post-war flats. The London County Council,

CHIESA MADONNA DI CAMPAGNA, VERONA: This building was 
the last work of Michele Sanmicheli, the 16th-century 
Italian architect, being designed a few months only before 
his death in 1559, Sanmicheli, born in Verona, son of 
an architect-sculptor, was (according to Mr. Peter Murray, 
who writes an introduction to the catalogue of the exhibi- 
tion now on view at the RIBA, 66 Portland-place, W1) 
‘an architect and military engineer, and nothing else.’ 
Born in 1484 he went to Rome at the age of 16 and in 
1509 became Surveyor to Orvieto Cathedral, a post he 
held for some 20 years before returning to his native city 
to work for the Venetian republic. Mr. Murray writes: 
‘Sanmicheli started from a Bramantesque simplicity and 
gradually evolved a highly picturesque style which owes 
something to his military work and something to the later 
forms of Roman art that came under his notice; and this 
underlying principle of his development might be traced 
from Bramante’s Tempietto through Sanmicheli’s peri- 
stylar and domical buildings, although all his ecclesiastical 
buildings seem to stay much nearer to the calm serenity 
of Bramante.’ The Madonna di Campagna commemorates 
a miracle and, adds Mr. Murray, ‘it is deeply significant 
that in the planning of such a building the principles which 
had been established by Bramante for the Tempietto (and 
indeed for St. Peter’s itself) were not departed from.’

to make a radical administrative re- 
organisation. The council has decided 
to bring both the Association and the 
School under the direction of one person, 
and has appointed Edward J. Carter to be 
Director as from June 1, with instructions 
‘to control all activities so as to bring 
the curriculum of the School and the 
activities of the Association as closely as 
possible together.’ The new Head of the 
School will be W. A. Allen, and the suc- 
cessor to H. J. W. Alexander will be 
George Wiltshire, the present Assistant 
Secretary.

Not So Firm Tenders 


SOME SIGNIFICANT POINTERS came out of 
the first Press conference held by the 
incoming President of the National 
Federation, Mr. Frank Russon, in Lon- 
don last week. Most importantly was the 
National Joint Consultative Committee’s 
re-statement of the need for proper plan- 
ning as a prerequisite of fixed price ten- 
dering. This plea has been made so 
often of late that it is acquiring some of 
the characteristics of a Greek chorus— 
warning noises that no one heeds until 
too late. Yet action directed towards 
getting architects and their clients to 
honour the conditions attached to this 
form of tendering is badly needed; one 
sign is that in parts of the country some 
architects are going over to fluctuation- 
clause contracts because they get better 
prices from contractors. The latest 
authority to do so (see page 406) is Kent 
County Council.

get firm prices for materials, more 
especially so when the delay between 
putting in and acceptance of a tender is 
so long. Nevertheless, builders would 
insist that the biggest single factor in 
high building costs and slow completion 
times is the lack of proper planning— 
which is another way of saying that there 
is a need for better client-control by 
architects, Perhaps the time is coming 
when something more than advice is 
needed; at all events, the Federation’s 
council at its next meeting is to consider 
the question of qualifying contracts by 
the inclusion of clauses making compli- 
ance with the terms governing the sub- 
mission of fixed-price tenders essential. 
We should regret such a decision, were it 
made, if only on the grounds that quali- 
fying clauses on a closely-knit document 
such as a form of contract sometimes 
have unexpected results; that the matter 
is under discussion at least indicates the 
degree of dissatisfaction felt by builders 
at the present situation. 


British Colour Council 


THE BRITISH COLOUR COUNCIL’S exhibition 
of ‘Town and Country Colours’ (Series 
Four) opened on February 22 and is on 
view to the trades concerned, and the 
public by invitation, until March 24 at 
the Council’s house, 13 Portman-square, 
W1, writes Basil Marriott. 

What is described as the new colour 
trend ‘illustrates the feeling for cool 
browns, warm tans, soft blues, cool greens 
and golds.’ The theme is the furnishing, 
decoration and equipment of a bungalow 
(planned by Mr. F. S. Panther, FIBD) and 
three-dimensionally shown in a sort of 
telescoped or foreshortened mock-up re- 
presenting four room settings. Supple- 
mentary or explanatory kiosks display 
swatches, dabs and samples in the exhibi- 
tion room, on an adjoining landing and 
in the Robert Wilson Room on an upper 
floor. The titles of some of these trend- 
shrines—like that of the ‘ Pink Thoughts’ 
Bedroom—seemed oof an_ archness 
borrowed from the frankly subtopian- 
targeted women’s magazines and (equally 
frankly) the flavour throughout suggested 
this public to the exclusion of more 
adventurous or sophisticated alternatives. 

No doubt the BCC knows its public— 
and certainly the highly competitive and 
hard-boiled industries and trades which 
it represents and serves in its function— 








‘for the co-ordination of colour and 
design.” Indeed, the aggregated interests 
disclosed by even a glance at its Interior 
Decoration Divisional Committee, not to 
mention Royal Patronage and _ the 
distinguished names of its principal 
officers, make it the more paradoxical 
that the BCC should seem content with 
something short of pace-setting and trail- 
blazing in its own special field. 

I have expressed this puzzlement in 
noting its previous exhibitions here, and 
since there is little joy for either side in 
continuing to nag obviously sincere and 
enthusiastic staff for what may be matters 
of policy or expediency, I have (equally 
sincerely) devoted some re-thinking to 
the feeling of vague dissatisfaction which 
this annual event evokes.

To condense, and remove any rough 
edge from this, I think it is mainly regret 
for a lost opportunity, which goes back 
a long way and is best expressed in 
generalities. Colour is a very personal 
thing: this could probably be explained 
in terms of physiology, and certainly 
psychology, being instinctive and not 
cognate. Like taste, of which colour is 
a vital factor, either you have it or you 
don't—and its absence is no more a 
matter for blame than bad health. Neither 
taste nor colour sense can be got out of 
books, gathered from exhibitions such as 
this, nor guided by seeking to relate long- 
term problems attending interior design 
and decoration with those of dress which, 
for human and business reasons, is 
deliberately kept an ephemeral matter 
of fashion. 

Top-level research into the Motivation 
of Taste is long overdue—by some inter- 
national working-party comprising art- 
historians, artists, psychologists and 
sociologists among others. One would 
have liked to see the British Colour 
Council, bang from the start, right in the 
forefront of such an enterprise, within 
the limitations of its terms of reference. 
It is simply a matter for regret that 
circumstances, or choice, have seemed to 
hold it back.

Consequent on Mr. H. J. W. Alexan- 
der’s impending retirement in June next 
from the post of Secretary, the Council 
have appointed Mr. George Wiltshire, the 
Assistant Secretary, to succeed him. 


The Council’s Full Statement 


The council of the Architectural Asso- 
ciation announce that Mr. H. J. W. 
Alexander, who has been on the staff of 
the Association for 48 years and Secre- 
tary since 1937, is retiring in June next. 
The Council wishes to take this oppor- 
tunity to acknowledge the great debt that 
it and the whole membership owe to 
‘Alex’ and to state that it intends to take 
immediate steps to give members an 
opportunity to show their appreciation 
in an appropriate manner. 

The Council has had under considera- 
tion, therefore, not only the appointment 
of a new Principal but also a new Secre- 
tary. It has decided to re-arrange the 
administration of the Association and the 
School so as to increase the closeness of 
the link between them which has always 
been a feature of this institution. 

It has appointed Mr. Edward J. Carter, 
MA, ARIBA, AADipl, to be Director of 
the Architectural Association, with

Biographical Details 


MR. EDWARD CARTER, who is 58, was a 
student at the AA School between 1923 
and 1929, after reading History at Mag- 
dalene College, Cambridge. After a short 
period as assistant to Maxwell Fry, he 
was appointed Librarian to the RIBA, a 
post he held from 1930 until 1946 dur- 
ing the major part of which period he 
was Editor of the RIBA ‘Journal.’ In 
1946 he was made head of the Libraries 
Division of UNESCO in Paris. On his 
return to England in 1957 he initiated the 
programme of the Gordon Fraser Gallery 
for the publication of postcards of British 
architecture and sculpture. 

MR. W. A. ALLEN, who is 46, was born 
in Winnipeg, one of the two sons of the 
first professor of Physics at the University 
of Manitoba. His elder brother holds 
the chair of Natural Philosophy at St. 
Andrews University. Educated in Winni- 
peg and at the Manitoba School of Archi- 
tecture, Allen came to Britain in 1936 
and in 1937, on Hope Bagenal’s advice, 
joined the Building Research Station 
where, with Robert Fitzmaurice, he 
interested himself in work on acoustics. 

After the war he worked on the 
design of the Royal Festival Hall with 
R. H. Matthew and Sir Leslie Martin as 
one of the acoustics advisers. He formed 
a separate Architects’ Division at BRS 
in 1953.

ABOUT 7.4 acres bounded by Pownall-road, the Grand 
Union Canal, Marlborough-avenue and the rear of shops 
fronting Broadway Market, Shoreditch, are to be 
developed by the erection of 299 flats and maisonettes 
in blocks of 4- or 6-storeys designed to form a con- 
tinuous building partly enclosing three large grassed 
and planted areas which will open on to the Grand 
Union Canal on the south side. The whole of the living 
area will be free from traffic. Paths and three play- 
spaces will be sunk to ensure the privacy of nearby 
rooms. The scheme includes a 4-storey block of old 
people’s flats; on the ground floor of this block the 
flats will have gardens on a private terrace. Four blocks 
of maisonettes (three of 6 storeys and one of 4 storeys), 
five 4-storey blocks of flats and maisonettes, 76 tenants’ 
stores, 78 garages and a works depot are included in 
the scheme. Electric under-floor heating will be 
installed in the 6-storey maisonette blocks and in the 
2-room flats adjacent to them. Open fires with back- 
boilers will be provided in the remaining dwellings. 
Estimated cost is £830,000. 











Designing for Television 
Some Problems and Opportunities

AUTHOR'S NOTE: The intention in writing an article of this nature is certainly 
not to teach anyone how to draw but to show those people already sufficiently 
talented the comparatively new opportunities which have arisen with the 
advent of Television. ‘Once upon a time the living theatre and the film 


industry married and a child was born... . 


, 


Well could the story so start. 


Although television in this country is still somewhat in its infancy it is 
certainly a big bouncing baby—its parents looking on with awe, amusement, 
sometimes envy, as their brainchild draws the ever-increasing attentions of 


an admiring public. 


Such is the competition between the rival television 


networks that a high standard of programming is realised by those respon- 
sible on both sides in order to satisfy a viewing mass endowed with the 
unique power to accept or reject at the flick of a switch. 


THE MEDIUM OF TELEVISION Offers a 
tremendous new field for set designing, 
which I as a member of this artistic body 
intend to elaborate upon in this article. 
To the vast majority television gives the 
immediate impression of a smaller ver- 
sion of the cinema screen, when in actual 
fact it is a compromise between the 
theatre and films. The medium has far 
greater visual scope than any stage, but 
not the immensity and range of a motion 
picture. From these observations then 
it is understandable that a new outlook 


on design was needed. Television 
designing in this country is still in a 
somewhat transitional stage, recruit- 


ment of design staffs throwing together 
men of widely differing backgrounds and 
experience. From the illustrious ranks 
of stage and film, designers were tempted 
into this exciting new medium. But also 
the way was open for young men of 
design and artistic ability to learn and 
get on. The work was and still is hard 
but rewarding. 

Such is the importance of television in 
our lives now, that the need for a 
specialist course in television designing 
has been realised and instituted to cope 
with the demand. The whole essence of 
television is speed—speed in the initial 
thinking up of a design and its execution 
to fit in with a tight schedule of pro- 
gramming which involves staging and 
striking sets so that the minimum of 
valuable time and studio space is wasted. 


The Designer... . 


What then constitutes the make-up of 
a good television designer? Basically and 
briefly: artistic ability, taste, speed, and 
the all too rare gift of getting on with and 
understanding the other person's parti- 
cular problems. On top of these, I will 
add a knowledge of the studio technical 
facilities at his disposal—a camera’s 
capabilities and the effects of special 
lighting, etc. 

Artistic ability is simply the capability 
of conveying to others by means of 
sketches the conjured pictures of what is 
in the designer's mind 

Taste is not just necessarily good taste 
but sometimes bad taste. This may sound 
rather a contradictory statement to make, 
as much as sets may be 
reflect ;

behaviour and cater for good, bad and

Speed really speaks for itself, such is 
the greed of television for new material 
and ideas all the time. 

To say that designers take their work 
home with them would be the under- 
statement of the year. I think I can speak 
for most designers when I say we eat, 
sleep and breathe design and art work.

Our whole outlook on life is heightened 
by the instinct which makes us look for 
pattern, rhythm and dramatic tricks of 
light in our everyday comings and 
goings, things which tend to escape the 
eye of the uninitiated.

it assumes the importance of research 
material.

Upon the designer’s shoulders rests a 
great deal of responsibility, and an 
examination of his duties at this stage will 
be an advantage. 


It has been decided to do a certain 
play and so a copy of the script is de- 
livered to the designer many weeks in 
advance of the transmission date. After 
carefully reading the story to find out 
the location, period and exact number 
of sets required he prepares a scaled 
ground plan which is simply a plan of the 
studio floor upon which he pencils the 
plans of his sets as he sees them and their 
relative positions to one another. Various 
issues are carefully considered by the de- 
signer before putting pencil to paper. 
The action of the story is considered— 
perhaps an actor’s presence is required in 
two consecutive scenes on different sets, 
in which case those sets are so arranged

Carpeting is not a desirable thing on 

studio floors as the cameras cannot move over it with ease—although a small 
carpet has been used here because of its unobtrusiveness in this respect 


on the studio floor that the actor can 
easily and speedily transfer himself from 
one set to the other. Cameras and 
sound booms are given sufficient room to 
operate in and out of the sets. 

The problems mentioned, together with 
numerous other unforeseen snags are 
eventually ironed out at a pre-planning 
meeting which comprises the director, 
technical heads, set construction mana 
ger, property manager, wardrobe, make 
up and representatives of any other 
departments concerned in the play. The 
designer must put before the awembled 
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company a reasonable and clear display 
of ‘ visuals ’—his interpretation of the set- 
tings required to best put the story over. 
The results of careful research and his 
knowledge must be open to comment and 
suggestions. 


Even though the ground plan of the 
studio with the sets thereon give the 
director and the ‘technical boys’ a 
chance to work out their camera move- 
ments and angles, these visuals, which I 
consider indispensable, put everyone in 
the picture. Copies of the visuals are dis- 
tributed to director, construction, scenic 
artists, properties—who furnish the sets, 
and design draughtsman who must trans- 
late the designer’s ideas from sketches to 
working drawings for construction pur- 
poses. 

The scenic artist is also supplied with 
sketches for ‘ backcloths’ to go behind 
a window or ovening in a set, which can 
take the form of a landscape or the other 
side of a street and such things as the 
story demands. Backcloth visuals are 
carefully squared off to a scale usually 
1 in. to 1 ft., so that should a backcloth 
of dimensions 10 ft. x 8 ft. be required, 
the scenic artist can select his cloth and 
square it off to coincide with the squares 
on the visual. In this way an exact repro- 
duction of the scene on a larger scale is 
painted. 

Set Decoration 


Quite the most important part of a 
designer’s duties, once his sets are in 
the construction stage, is his choice of 
colours and wallpapers. 


The viewer will see programmes only 
in tones of grey for a number of years 
yet until colour television makes its pub- 
lic bow. Consequently, designers think 
in terms of tones when choosing their 
colour schemes, using what is known in 
television as the ‘ Grey Scale.’ The ‘ Grey 
Scale’ is a chart comprising 10 tones of 
grey—No., | grey, for example, being the 


nearest a designer would get for white, 
and darkening right up the scale to No. 
10 grey, this being television’s substitute 
for black. Of course it would be very 
depressing indeed if a designer were to 
have his sets painted only using grey 
paints, and an experienced designer can 
invariably choose a definite colour know- 
ing what tone of grey it will appear on 
camera. Depressing it would be too for 
the unfortunate actors who would have 
to do their best in sets devoid of colour 
and atmosphere. Whilst a designer is 
always safe using only greys, they would 
give the set a certain drabness and lack 
of vitality. It is quite surprising how the 
use of colours on the sets brings them 
to life and even though the viewer still 
only sees them as tones of grey he is sub- 
consciously aware of colour. 

White is seldom used in television as it 
tends to glare, and yellow is a good sub- 
stitute. A very pale blue is also used 
for similar effect. For anyone who has 
never seen a television set on the studio 
floor it would prove quite an experience 
to see the colours used and then to see 
the sets on the screen afterwards. 

Tonal values of all colours is some- 
thing which comes to the designer with 
time and experience. Prominently dis- 
played in most design departments is a 
colour chart with the relative tone values 
alongside each colour at the designer’s 
disposal. 

Wallpapers too must be chosen with 
extreme care as what looks a bright and 
cheerful choice in the light of day can 
look quite the reverse when seen on the 
screen. Good judgment in the selection 
of suitable wallpapers is yet again only 
the result of experience.

‘Piecemeal’ Planning Condemned 


The Need for an Integrated Solution 


TOO MANY planning authorities are in- 
capable of thinking in terms of true plan- 
ning, and only in terms of planning acts, 
MR. ERIC S. AMBROSE, FRIBA, told a meeting 
arranged by Guildford Society and the 
Guildford Chapter of the South Eastern 
Society of Architects, at Guildford. They 
saw, he said, too many sites as in-filling 
and they tackled the problem piecemeal. 

‘It is going to need much thought and 
courage and the setting aside of personal 
prejudices and pre-conceived ideas based 
on sentiment,” Mr. Ambrose declared. 
*We have to plan, and plan on a large 
scale, and harness architects together to 
produce an integrated solution. Only 
when that happens will criticism of 
individual buildings have an importance 
and validity.’ 

Mr. Ambrose, who was giving a talk on 
architecture with special reference to the 
work of John Nash and to modern build 
ings, sald that because of certain involved 


factors the height of buildings all over the 
world was levelling off at 24 storeys. The 
public were generally suspicious of new 
style and would not accept aesthetic 
claims on behalf of new buildings. The 
public ‘ resented something which did not 
wear their uniform.’ He thought modern 
buildings were well planned for their pur- 
poses. The architects might have pro- 
vided grandeur by height forced upon 
them by economic conditions, but dignity 
was not so easy to find. 


Asked his remedy for the faulis he had 
cited in the machinery of town planning, 
Mr. Ambrose replied that he thought 
town planners had a terrible task, but the 
general answer was that they should be 
given more power. ‘I think the answer 
to be a benevolent autocracy,’ he added. 


Mr. G. M. Kingsford, PRIBA, chairman 
of the Guildford Chapter, South Pastern 
Society of Architects, presided 


draughtsman must be able to almost read 
the designer’s mind and transform his 
visuals into a workable set of drawings 
at the same time not losing any of the 
designer’s original concept of the setting. 
It is understandable, then, that the 
draughtsman must have a flair for artistic 
appreciation and architectural construc- 
tion. One might describe him as a vital 
liaison between designer and construc- 
tion man. A great many designers have 
blessed the period they served as 
draughtsmen as invaluable experience. 


Conclusion 


Within the limits offered by an article 
of this length I have endeavoured to 
show a set designer’s contribution to 
television in this present day and age. 
No one can say for certain how he will 
be affected in years to come, such is the 
rate of scientific progress. 

Without delving too deeply into the 
various issues dealt with, I hope I have 
more than proved the exciting oppor- 
tunities which do now exist for those 
who perhaps only had a passing interest 
in television design and those people who 
were just not aware of its potentialities. 
The chance to enter into television 
designing is there for the right kind of 
person and the best advice I or anyone 
else could offer would be for that person 
to get in touch with the ‘Head of 
Design’ of the nearest television network 
offices and request an interview.

rHE DISTRICT GENERAL HOSPITAL” is 
umong the three latest of the Ministry of 
Health’s new Building Notes. It is num 
ber three in the series and is published 
by the Stationery Office (Is. 6d. net). The 
Note examines briefly the commoner 
departments of a district general hospital, 
the important relationship between them 
and the arrangement of the whole 

In summing up, the Note states: * The 
points made should be examined most 
carefully in the light of local needs and 
conditions, whether building is on new 
sites or existing sites. Different problems 
will lend themselves to different archi 
tectural solutions, but unless the develop 
ments take place within a comprehensive 
plan which ensures from the outset the 
correct inter-relationship of departments 
the whole cannot function successfully 

‘There can be little justification for a 
sprawling plan merely because the site 
permits it. On the other hand, this does 
not mean that the problem should be 
thought of in terms of a monolithic build 
ing for this could conflict with the need 
to ensure that the design is flexible and 
such as would allow for the probable 
growth of the out-patient services and the 
diagnostic and treatment departments 

‘Since the wards are certain to have 
departed from the confining pattern of 
the traditional “ Nightingale ward,” they 
are least likely to be stultified in future 
by the rigidity of their envelope. Internal 
recasting of wards will be possible where 
extension of a diagnostic department 
housed in a tal] building might not.’

MECHANICS By Samuel T 
Carpenter. (New York: John Wiley & 
Sons, Inc. London: Chapman & Hall 
Ltd.) Price 76s. net. 

rHIS is yet another of the many cleverly 
written and detailed examples of Ameri- 
can scholarship in structural theory and 
analysis. It is also very expensive. The 
author has compiled this textbook after 
twenty-five years as a teacher of structural 
mechanics. Mr. 
Carpenter has written for the more 
advanced student since the prerequisite 
is an elementary structural theory course 
in determinate structures, with a brief 
introduction to indeterminate structures 
and moment distribution. 

The volume is a first-class teaching aid 
and may be used with 
graduates and by prac 
tising engineers It shows how to use

This cradle device has become so uni 
versal as to require a permanent fixing on 
buildings as part of the structure, so 
obviously the ‘cradlers’ are with us to 
stay.

Defects in Council 
Buildings 


Question of Who Should Pay 


WHEN DEFECTS develop in council build- 
ings, who should foot the bill for the 
remedial work—-the builders, the archi- 
tect, or the local authority? 

This question was raised at a meeting 
of Southampton Borough Council by 
CLLR. W. HEAD, who wanted to know why 
the corporation should bear the cost of 
work to cure dampness in council flats in 
French-street. Dampness in one flat, he 
said, had been there for two and a half 
years, and previous attempts to remedy 
it by the builder and architect appeared 
to have been unsuccessful, He was now 
informed that a second flat had been 
affected. He maintained that the cause 
was either wrong design or faulty work 
manship 

CLLR. REG BURNS, chairman of the 
housing committee, said the trouble was 
due to rain getting inside the damp-proof 
courses, which were now being stuck 
down. That should remedy the defect. 

The architect had said that in 28 years’ 
experience of house and flat building, this 
particular defect had never occurred. 

Cllr. Burns’ first reaction was that as 
an error had been made by the architect, 
the architect should pay; but did the 
council make their own employees pay 
for an error? The council regarded these 
people as conscientious men with con- 
siderable ability, who could not always 
be expected to be perfect any more than 
he or any members of the council could 
be 

An error had been made and admitted, 
but as good employers they considered 
that the corporation should pay for the 
remedial work.

In reply to a question as to why, if 
builders were happy about firm price ten- 
dering before the war, they were not now, 
the PRESIDENT said that, to begin with, 
most materials were now ‘rising rapidly 
in price.’ Furthermore, builders did not 
know now whether they would be able 
today to get the labour they needed and 
they could not expect to get their 
materials at the prices quoted at the time 
of going to tender. 

MR. TRENCH Said that in the prevailing 
situation the first prerequisite was quick 
acceptance of the tender, but all too 
often builders were kept in suspense for 
a long time. Secondly, the whole job 
should be properly planned, so that the 
work could go ahead without a hitch. 
On this point architects were finding it 
dificult to provide all the details needed 
on time because they could not get the 
staff they needed. 

Asked his views on house design, the 
PRESIDENT said that the time was coming 
when houses would be judged more on 
their appearance, collectively and indi 
vidually, than on their standard of con 
struction On the role of architects in 
improving design standards, MR. TRENCH 
said that they might be surprised to 
learn that at the present time 75 per cent 
of new houses erected were in fact archi 
tect designed 


Plastering Techniques 


MR. TRENCH referred to the forthcoming 
conference on plastering techniques, to 
be held in London at a date to be an- 
nounced. Many might say that plaster 
ing was a trade that was on the way 
out, but recent evidence from the United 
States. where they believed that plaster- 
ing could still do many things that could 
not be achieved in any other way, did 
not support this view. Helped by 
mechanisation, plastering was something 
that was here to say for a long time. 

The ‘appalling standard’ of joinery 
today was the subject of another ques- 
tion. The PRESIDENT thought that the 
blame lay in the quality of timber avail- 
able. Before the war they had a lot of 
very good timber from Russia, but not 
so much today. Where good quality tim- 
ber was available builders could not 
always afford to use it. 

In answer to another question, MR 
RUSSON agreed that labour-only sub-con- 
tracting constituted a threat to the small 
house builder. With the present shortage 
of labour, however, it was difficult to 
know what could be done about it. 

On the subject of refreshment breaks. 
MR. TRENCH thought that the employers’ 
terms, following the recent hours and 
wages agreement (to come into force 
next October) had been ‘ misunderstood.’ 
There was no objection to operatives hav- 
ing a break, he said, but this should not 
be a paid break

Federation of Master Builders 


New House-Builders' Committee Formed 


‘IT TAKES as long to get planning consent 
for an estate as it does to build it.” This 
was stated by MR. S. C. PARRISH, President 
of the London Region, Federation of 
Master Builders, at a house builders’ 
luncheon following a meeting at Gros 
venor House on February 22. The pur 
pose of the meeting was to consider the 
formation of a house-builders’ section. 
Mr. Parrish said: * We have for some 
time past advocated that not only should 
planning be taken almost entirely out of 


the hands of local authorities, but also 
that the appeals procedure should be 
drastically amended. On the one hand 


we believe that representative committees 
should be established operating in the 
areas now covered by area planning 
offices, thereby eliminating any possibility 
of purely local prejudice, by whom all 
decisions ought to be given within a pre 
scribed period, failing which consent 
would be automatic, as is the case with 
by-law applications. This would create 
a positive approach to the problem, 
instead of the present negative attitude. 


‘Second, appeals could be conducted 
through local appeals committees. This, 
as will readily be appreciated, would un 
doubtedly remove the greater part of the 
large waiting list and would mean that 
the situation created by a shortage of 
Ministry Inspectors and staff would be 
overcome. 

‘I wonder how many people realise that 
in general terms it takes as long to get 
planning consent for an estate as it does 
to build it, and that by virtue of this 
alone. having in mind the present high 
cost of land, is equivalent to increasing 
the price by £50-£75 per unit by way of 
interest charges.’ 

On the subject of the Federation’s pro 
posed house-builders’ section, Mr 
Parrish said that there were now in Lon 
don alone enough members to form, first, 
a separate committee charged with the 
duty of studying ways and means in which 
to assist house builders especially, with 
the ultimate aim of setting up within the 
Federation a housing section or division 
This, they were confident, would 
ultimately attract members from all parts 
of the country, creating a strong, virile 
body, able to advise and assist house 
builders in many ways. 

‘We aim to make a special study,’ Mr. 
Parrish added, ‘ of future housing trends 
and to keep abreast of every new develop 
ment. Every effort must be made to 
ensure that not only will housing 
standards be maintained but costs will

Bedford Builders Combine

4 MOVE to counter the activities of the 
big national development combines in 
their own county comes from a group 
of 25 Bedford building firms who are

Development, Ltd., the company will seek 
to acquire land for development which 
would otherwise be beyond the capacity 
of the individual medium-sized builder 
All local authorities in the district have 
been asked for support and information 
about sites.

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Cost Research 
Work and Trends of RICS Panel 


The February issue of the ‘ Chartered Surveyor’ contains a report of the 


work on cost research by the RICS Panel, and indicates some trends.

editorially on page 389 this week. 


Background to Cost Research 


CHARTERED SURVEYORS concerned with 
the management and development of land 
and the buildings upon it, are necessarily 
concerned with matters of cost. Different 
aspects of cost require to be examined 
by surveyors practising in the various sec 
tions of the profession, but a detailed 
whether of land or 
interest to 


knowledge of cost. 
buildings, is of fundamental 
all 

Since 1945 there has been an extension 
of the use of cost information in most 
sections of the national economy. Costing, 
which is concerned solely with the cor 
rect accounting for expenditure, is no 
longer considered adequate. Costing plays 
a positive part in forming decisions. and 
is the medium through which the 
economics of any enterprise are assessed 
or controlled. This is achieved by the 
evaluation not only of total costs but 
also of the cost of each step in the plan 
ning and execution of a project. 

This development has been especially 
marked in the field of building costs. 
Rising prices, restriction of the use of 
capital and high interest rates have caused 
building owners to demand that their con- 
sultants should accept cost as an element 
in design and that they should provide 
a balanced cost in all parts of the build 
ing. as well as an accurately forecast 
overall cosf. 

Chartered surveyors have long been 
accustomed to provide cost information 
to their clients. The increased awareness 
ot costs in the building industry, how 
ever, revealed the need for surveyors to 
improve their knowledge and techniques. 
and for the profession, as a whole, to 
conduct expert research into general prob- 
lems beyond the resources of individual 
practitioners. 

In September, 1955, the Quantity Sur- 
veyors Committee appointed a small steer- 
ing committee to study the question of 
cost investigation. As a result of its 
report, the Quantity Surveyors Committee 
recommended that the Council should 
appoint a Panel to carry out research into 
the broad problems of building costs, and 
to stimulate the interest of members in 
such matters. They felt it was vital for 
the Institution to give a lead in cost re- 
search, to act as the focal point in the 
mind of the community for building cost 
information, which, in turn, would extend 
the field of influence of the chartered 
surveyor into the broader aspects of 
building economics. 


Organisation of the Panel 


The panel was formed in May, 1956. 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Cyril 
Sweett, and now consists of 16 members 
Mr. Sweett retired from the chair in 
June, 1960, and has been succeeded by 
Mr. E. R. Parrinder 


The report then goes on to describe 
the investigation into the question, posed 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, why flats cost more to build 
than houses and to see what suggestions 
could be made as to how the cost of 
flats might be reduced. The Panel's 
report to the Minister, submitted on June 
2, 1958, was subsequently issued by the 
Institution, and more than 1,200 
were distributed

Recent Work of the Panel 


Having completed its work on the 
problem posed by the Minister, the Panel 
turned to the second stage of its pro- 
gramme, of which the main point has 
been the spread of interest in cost plan 
ning. In June, 1959, the Panel formed 
two Working Parties from its own mem 
bership. These reflect the two lines along 
which research has proceeded; research 
into design-cost relationships and 
research into techniques. 

The first Working Party, on Design 
Cost Research, was given the task of 
stimulating cost research in the Quantity 
Surveyors Sections of the Branches. The 
Panel had issued in April, 1959, an invit 
ation to all Branches to participate in cost 
research. Specific aspects of design and 
cost were allocated to the Branches. The 
Lancashire, Cheshire and of Man 
Branch had already completed a study of 
roof costs, and their approach was taken 
as the model for other Branches A 
meeting of Branch representatives was 
held at the Institution in June, 1960. At 
present, 16 Branches, including the Junior 
Organisation Quantity Surveyors Com 
mittee, are participating in this pro 
gramme. The important point to this 
research is not so much the results pro- 
duced, although they are valuable, but 
the insight into the problems of costing 
gained by the individuals undertaking 
research. 

The Design-Cost Research Working 
Party is also continuing the Panel's 
studies into building costs. Current work 
includes a study of reports on housing 
densities and costs, the preparation of 
indices of building costs by trades for 
steel-framed and concrete-framed office 
blocks, liaison with the Ministry of 
Health in connection with their research 
into their building programme, and advice 
to different organisations engaged in 
building cost research. 

The second Working Party on quantity 
surveying techniques is studying the sys- 
tems and operation for which the bill of 
quantities may be used. Uses by clients, 
architects, quantity surveyors and 
builders are being considered, and to col- 
lect evidence a questionnaire has been 
circulated. An historical survey of the 
growth of the bill has been completed,

Post-Qualification Courses in Cost 
Research and Cost Planning 

The courses in cost planning sponsored 
by the Panel deserve special mention. To 
spread knowledge of cost planning tech 
niques, the Panel has sponsored three 
post-qualification courses in cost research 
and cost planning, designed for principals 
and senior assistants. The LCC Brixton 
School of Building is responsible for the 
administrative organisation of the courses 
which are held in the College Suite of 
the Trades Union Congress Memorial 
Building. Courses have so far been held 
in November, 1959, and May and Novem 
ber, 1960. This last was planned for mem 
bers from the provinces in the hope that 
they would themselves organise regional 
courses 

Discussions have also taken place with 
the College of Estate Management on a 
proposal that a correspondence course in 
cost planning should be provided by the 
College for members at the post-qualifica 
tion stage

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Work Study for the Medium-sized Builder 


The Case for a Much Simplified Course in Method and Production Studies 


BY L. V. MERLIN 





The two-fold purpose of this article is first an attempt to interest the 
medium-sized builder by a simple and brief exposition of work study, and 
second to emphasise the need for its simplification and its universal appli 


cation to building. 


MUCH ATTENTION has been paid to the use 
of work study techniques in the building 
trade but I wonder how much of it is 
used outside the largest organisations. 
There are monthly publications devoted 
to the subject and innumerable text- 
books, but these all concern the indus- 
trial engineer. Presumably, therefore, 
any go-ahead builder interested in the 
subject will seek in vain for a magazine 
or text-book devoted entirely to the 
industry. If he does peruse available 
literature he will be lost in a sea of con- 
fusing statements and may feel that the 
to efficiency is paved with literary 
jargon

with building. In fact the situation has 
got so far out of hand that the British 
Standards Institution have deemed it 
necessary to produce a ‘Glossary of 
Terms in Work Study’ to ensure some 
degree of uniformity. The British Pro- 
ductivity Council have done valuable 


work to spread the gospel and have pro- 
duced some films dealing with work study 
in building, while appreciation courses of 
varving usefulness are offered for an 
appropriate fee 

Courses which include work study have 
also been arranged in different regions 


of the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers and other interested 
bodies. It is to be regretted that many 


of these use case studies to prove their 
point and some unduly depress the con 
ditions obtaining * before’ to prove the 
advantages gained ‘after’ so that the 
practical builder is left with the impres 
rightly or wrongly, that anyone 
could have seen what was wrong. What 
is badly needed is a case study of a site 
that is obviously well run to show what 
further improvements would be possible 
with work study.

Time Study 

The expense of a work study depart 
ment may not be justified in the smaller 
concern but every firm might afford to 
nominate one person from its staff to 
combine the duties of work study officer 
The basic principles require to be set 
out in a simple manner, uncomplicated by 
specious jargon, and with the removal of 
all techniques that need not apply to the 
building industry, which, so far as work 
study is concerned, should learn to walk 


before it attempts to run.

study consists of two distinct 








parts: method study and time study 
Time study is popularly regarded as a 
means of finding out how long a worker 
takes to do a job by timing him with a 
stop-watch and then halving the time. It 
is an unpalatable truth that there is no 
point in chopping a few minutes here and 
there when so much more time can be, 
and is, lost through defects in manage 
ment. With few exceptions, men 
will do a fair day’s work if they know 
they will not be subject to the irritating 
and frustrating hold-ups that beset most 
A stop-watch would therefore be 
well employed to find out how much time 
is lost per day by avoidable hold-ups; to 
find out why men cannot work; to assess 
the efficiency of different items of plant: 
compare different methods. Until 
the efficiency of the building industry is 
vastly improved, time t

Rating and Fatigue 


Rating is an attempt to determine the 
level of skill and effort at which the 
operator is working’and is a purely sub 


jective judgment quite beyond the 
majority of ‘do it yourself’ work study 
men. The difference between the rating 


figures of any but the most qualified prac- 
titioners often exceeds the difference 
between operators doing the same work. 

The most widely used method is that 
tased on the ‘point,’ ‘ productive 
minute’ or ‘ standard minute’ as the unit 
of labour accomplishment, with 60 points 
per hour as the level of performance 
expected of the ‘ average’ operator. Other 
systems use 80 or 133 points per hour. 
Thus, if an operator 65, 
it is inferred that he is a little better 
average. 

The next considered is 
relaxation, which is an allowance of time 
made for the fatigue caused in doing the 
job. So far as rating and fatigue allow 
ances are concerned all that is necessary 
when the study is finished is to decide if 
the operator or gang were good, bad or 
indifferent. The usefulness of the study 
can then be interpreted in the light of 
this assessment. In taking a time study 
machine time is separated from manual 
time and ineffective or idle time from 
productive time.

Method Study 


Method study, quite briefly, is finding 
better ways of doing things and since the 
operator is only as good as his employer 
plans him to be it is aimed almost entirely 
at management. There appear to be at 
least three ways of doing a specific job 
the method the estimator has in mind; 
the method the agent or foreman has in 
mind; and the method the operator actu 
ally uses when doing the job. Method 
study is therefore designed to highlight 
unnecessary activities and indicate where 
improvements are possible. A question 
ing technique is used which critically 
examines the whole procedure under five 
headings which inquire into the purpose 
of the operation; the place where it is 
carried out; and the means by which it is 
carried out. The ‘What is 
achieved?’ ‘Is it really necessary?’ and 
‘Why?’ challenge the very existence of 
the activity. Thus one of the most impor 
tant features of method study lies in the 
attitude of mind it generates, taking 
nothing whatever for granted and always 
asking ‘Why?’ 

The most immediate gain lies in taking 
a production study, and this can be done 
with an ordinary wrist-watch. This 
covers the duration of the operation and 
may take a day or even longer. Ineffec 
tive or idle time is separately recorded, 
together with the reason. If this time is 
abstracted and analysed at the end of the 
study it will indicate where method study 
can be profitably used

Housing in the Isle 
of Man 


Call for More Old People’s Houses 
and Flats 


LOCAL AUTHORITIES in the Isle of Man 
have received a letter from the Local 
Government Board calling attention to 
what they consider the ‘important and 
pressing subject’ of the care of elderly 
people and their housing accommodation. 
The Board say they are primarily con 
cerned with the provision of suitable ac- 
commodation for those elderly people
